A 42 se elevJ el n’mero de personas heridas por la explosiUn 
registrada el jueves en Medellin, cerca a las instalaciones de la 
Cadena Radial Caracol. El artefacto, compuesto por unos 40 kilos de 
explosivos, fue abandonado por desconocidos en el barrio 
residencial ‘Los Laureles’* de la capital antioque0a y ocasionU 
dados a m-s de 200 viviendas, ubicadas en las tres manzanas vecinas, 
mientras que 25 vehIculos resultaron semidestruidos. Seg’n los 
primeros c-lculos de las autoridades, la acciUn terrorista deja 600 
millones de pesos en pErdidas. Entre tanto, un carro-bomba explotU 
esta madrugada en C’cuta, pero no causU victimas. Adem-s, la 
explosiUn destruyU las instalaciones de las emisoras musicales 
"Tropicana" y "La Vallenata", asI como las oficinas administrativas 
de Caracol, seQalaron directivos de la empresa radial. 


La onda expansiva causU heridas a residentes en las casas vecinas, 
pero ning’n empleado de Caracol sufriU lesiones, ya que las 
oficinas estaban cerradas y los periodistas y tEcnicos de turno que 
permaneclan en el edificio salieron ilesos. Los heridos, algunos 

de ellos de gravedad, fueron conducidos a varias clinicas de 
Medellin. 


El secretario de Gobierno de Antioquia, Jorge Enrique VElez, instU al 
Gobierno Nacional a adoptar medidas para controlar el terrorismo y 
"tomar cartas en el asunto", ya que "Medellin no aguanta m-s". 


Horas antes, unos desconocidos, aparentemente miembros de bandas de 
Sicarios o milicias guerrilleras urbanas, colocaron varios 
explosivos pequeQos en cajeros autom-ticos bancarios de la capital 
antioqueda. 


Otro coche-bomba activado por presuntos guerrilleros del EjErcito de

Will TDF now finally go into 
the shortwave airtime business like Merlin, DTAG, the CIS transmitter 
operators etc.? For my best knowledge no any other stuff than RFI 
(including CRI airtime exchange broadcasts) was aired from Issoudun 
so far, away from the temporary NHK and SRI outlets when MontsinEry 
was off. So I of course did not consider Issoudun when judging the 
circumstance that the audio on 17520 appeared to me like processed 
with Orban Optimod or similar equipment but in a different way than 
on Merlin transmissions. I remember that similar audio mess-ups once 
also occurred at the beginning of a German RFI broadcast, I guess as 
result of malfunctions of an automated audio switching matrix (Radio 


France master control or elsewhere). Unfortunately I find no suitable 
opportunity tonight to study the sign on procedure on an RFI outlet; 
certainly it will be interesting to compare it with the 17520 pattern 
(Kai Ludwig, Germany, Aug 22, Cumbre DX via DXLD)

*xx LIBERIA. President bans additional shortwave radio stations | Text 
of report by Liberian pro-Charles Taylor radio on 23 August 


The Liberian leader, Dr Charles Gankay Taylor, has called on Guinea- 
backed Liberian dissidents fighting in Lofa County to lay down their 
arms and return home and contribute meaningfully towards the 
development of Liberia. President Taylor made the call today when he 
appeared on LCN [Liberia Communications Network] radio and 
television. The Liberian leader said dialogue and a democratic 
process are the means through which Liberians can channel their 
grievances and not war. 


At the same time, President Taylor said his leadership will no longer 
allow shortwave radio stations to operate in the country. The 


Liberian leader said the granting of the nation for the establishment 
of shortwave radio stations under the Liberian constitution is not a 
right, but a privilege. [sentence as heard] President Taylor said, 
already, they had three shortwave stations currently operating in the 
country. The ELWS [as heard, presumably Christian station ELWA] 
shortwave station, ELBC and LCN shortwave stations. 


[In a survey during May 2001, BBC Monitoring confirmed only two 
active shortwave stations in Liberia: LCN's Radio Liberia 
International on 5100/6100 kHz and Christian station ELWA on 4760 
kHz. The Liberian Broacasting System's radio station ELBC was only 
heard on FM 99.9 MHz. ]

Excerpt from report by Portuguese newspaper Publico web site on 24 
August 


As from today, all national radio stations will have to broadcast 24 
hours a day, an enforcement which, according to the AssociaA,,o 
Portuguesa de Radiodifus,o [Portuguese Broadcasting Association] 
(APR) will harm the poorer stations. This has been established by a 
law which comes into force today along with another on the exchange 
of licences between broadcasters... According to the president of 
APR, Jose Faustino, "it was not necessary to impose this, especially 
on radio stations from the interior of the country". Figures held by 
APR said that there were some 40 or 50 radios broadcasting for less 
than 24 hours a day, stations which had to invest more in order to 
respect the law. In other words, they have been forced to employ 
staff overnight or to buy equipment which allows automatic 
broadcasting. Anyone found breaking this decree will be liable to a 
fine of 750,000 escudos to 5m escudos [approximately 2,365 pounds to 
15,770 pounds].

I have not been able to monitor daytime and 
early evening usage of 690 and 1090v recently, so the relevant 
details for those frequencies are assumed. Languages in the first two 
groups below are broadcast in 30-minute blocks. 


Bahnar [Bana, Ba Na] / Gia Rai [Giarai, Jarai, Jra] / Kohor [Koho, 
K'Hor]: 
2200-2300, 2330-2400, 0330-0500, 0930-1100 on 690 & 7210 kHz 


Edeh [Ede, E De, Rade] / Sedang [Xedang, Xe Dang]: 2200-2300, 0400- 
0500, 0930-1030 on 1090v & 6020 kHz 


H'mong [Hmong, Ho Mong]: 2200-2300, 0500-0600, 1200-1330 on 5035v & 
6165 kHz 


Khmer [Kho Me]: 2200-2245, 0415-0500, 1300-1345 on 873 kHz 


Transmitter locations: 5035v & 6165 Hanoi area; 873 Thoi Long, Can 
Tho Province 500 kW; 690 & 1090v Buon Me Thuot, Dak Lak Province. 


Location of 6020 and 7210 is unknown, but almost certainly in the 
southern half of Vietnam. Buon Me Thuot might be a possibility. Both 
frequencies, and especially 7210, are subject to quite frequent 
breaks, and usually produce symmetrical spurs approx. +/- 14 kHz. 


At other times, 690 and 7210 carry VOV-1 2200-1600, 1090v and 6020 
carry VOV-2 2200-1600, and 873 carries VOV-3 (mostly music) and some 
special programming for the Mekong Delta region 2200-1700 (Alan 
Davies, Malaysia, Cumbre DX Special Aug 24 via DXLD) 


UNIDENTIFIED. 7030 kHz, 1355-1503 UT, time signal & sig tune followed 
by stn ID "Radio .......... "at 1400 & 1500 UT followed by co (YL+0M) 
presentation, a few vernacular song from 1441, noted on 22/08. Again 
noted on 23/8, 1640-1700, played several songs by a YL DJ, stn sign 
off at 1700 UT.
